The Boate on which I w as & paſte the tki- 
ver Afoſe unto Lege being nor yer inreadi- 
nefſe, I was conttrained to tarry there all 
thenexr day , where having paſſed away 
the morning as we did che morne betore ;

red for me in which we were ferryed to an 
land, being environed in our way with 
other Boats ff of Hoboyes, Corners and

virtues, whomlT intirely loved , took fo 
ſtrange a ficknefſe, that on a ſaddain ſhe 
burit forth intc ſtrong and loud fſhreiks by 
rea/on of the vialence of the grief ſhefelt, 
which did fo opprefſe her hearc that the 
P.zyfitians could provide no remedy , but 
wichin a few daljes ſhe was raviſhed by 
Death, I will relate this tragicall ſtory 
inits own place, it being fo remarkable. 
The other was that arriving at Hay.a town 
(cituate on the declining of a hill , there 
brake forthon a ſuddain, ſo impetuous a 
torrent falling from the Mountain waters 
intoche river, that ingroſfing and devou- 
ring all at once, we could no ſooner leape 
coland and run with all the ſpeed wecould 
ro recover the top of the Hill, bur the 
Houd was there as ſoon as we. My lodge-

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ing was on the upper and higheſt part of 
the Town, where that night we were con- 
rent with what provilton the Mafter of the 
Houſe had of his own, who had not mcans

Monſieur the Marfhall had done no more 
then what pertained to the warre, and to 
the Kings commandment; bur a wan of his 
wiſedome might well have fatisfed both 
the one and the other , without offending 
his friends, thathe might well have given 
me leave for thoſe three dayes to take 
pleaſure in the contentment I received to 
ſee the King my husband at Nerac, that he 
could not rake himin my preſence, bur he 
muſt ſeize on me alſo, that I was highly 
off:nd<d at what he had done, and would 
complaine unto the King. The warre 
after this continued a certaine time, thoſe 
of the Religion having always the worle, 
which did much ailiſt me to prepare my 
husband, and diſpoſe him ro a peace. I 
wrote often to the King and the Queen 
my mother concerning it, bur they would 
not underſtand me, truſting to che goad 
fortune whichas yet accowpanicd Mon- 
fieur the Marſhall of Biron. 

In the ſame time that this warre began, 
the Towne of Cambray ( which ſince my 
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der the obedience of my Brother, by the 
means of Monficur de Ainſi, of whom I 
have ſpoken heretofore) was beſieged by 
the'Spaniſh forces, of which my Brother | 
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Pleſſis les T owrs , and was newly returned 
from Flanders , where he had received the 
Townes of Mphiz, V alencizunes, and ſome 
others, which were under the govern- 
ment of the Count of Lalaw, who com- 
plyed with my Brother,caufing him-to be 
acknowledged for their Soveraigne in all 
the Countreys of his authoritie. My bro- 
ther defiring to releeve it, had made a fud- 
den preſſe for Souldiers, intending with 
all fpeed co march:downe with his army 
 toraiſe the fiegez and becauſe it could nor 
 fofoon be ready , he pur Monfieur Bala- 
ny into the Towne, to ſultaine the ſeige, 
expecting the comming of the Army to re- 
 lieve the Towne : As he was on theſe 
preparations, and began to draw his for- 
ces togerher, the warre with the Hugue. 
nors did interpoſe it ſelfe , which cauſed 
him to disband his croupes,ro inroll them- 
ſelves in the army of the King , which was 
marching into Gaſcogay. This tooke 
from my brother all the hope to releeve 
Cambrey, which he could not looſe, but 
he muſtdooſe with it not only all the reſt 
of rhe Countrey, which he had conque- 
red; but what moſt grieved him, Monſieur 
de Balany alſo , and all thoſe good Souldi- 
ers which he had putinto Cambray. This 
diſpleaſure fate deepe within him, and be-

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ing a Prince of great judgement, and who 
never fayicd of expediencs in his neceſſi- 
ties, he perceived thar the only remedy he 
had, was to pacihie France , and: having a 
courage that found nothing difficult, he 
undertooke ro conclude a peace, and fud- 
denly diſpatched a Gentlemanto the King 
to perſwade him to ic , and ro beſeech him 
to give nim the charge to mediace the 
peace: this he did, fearing that thoſe to 
whom ir ſhould have been committed, 


would be fo redious in the execution of 


their charge, that he ſhould Ioofe the 
means and opportunitie to releeve Cam- 
bray, from whence Monfteur Balany , who 
had already endured the fury of the free, 
ſent my Brother word, that he would give 
him fixe Moneths leiſure to bring down 
his ſuccours, but if at that time the Seige 
were not rayſed; the neceſlitie and wane of 
victualls would be ſuch, that he ſhould 
not have the meanes to reſtrainethe Inha- 
bitants from ſurregdring the Towne. God 
 blefled my brother in the defigne he 
had to perſwade the king unto the peace, 
that he gave conſent unto it, and was glad 
chat my Brother offered himſelfe to bring

wrought ſo happily by my brother , that 
comming into Gaſcoguy ( howſoever he 
ſtayed ſeven Moneths inthe effe&ing of it, 
which time ſeemed rohim as long againe, 
becauſe of the labouring defire which he 
had to haſten to the ſuccour of Cambray, 
although the content which he received 
that T was with him, did much abate the 
eagernefle of that care ) yer he made a 
peaceto the content of the king and all the 
Catholicks, leaving the king my hus- 
band and the Huguenors no leſle ſatisfied, 
having proceeded in it with ſo much wiſe- 
dome, that he was beloved, and prayſed of

found himſelfe in a great perplexity, nor 
k:o ving what to doe, fearing onthe one

At this 
word he grew very angry , and what moſt 
did grieve me, me thought that whar Thad

compence. While thus paſſed the occur- 
rences of our affaires, the King, who was 
not ignorant of any thing that was done 
in the houſes of the Great ones of his king- 
dome, and who was preciſely curious ro 
know the deportments ofour Courr, did 
cauierhe Queen my Mother to write unto 


that it was too much for five or ſixe 
yeeres to be removed from her, that
